1941.

The great length of the message 


was symbolic of the mass of prob- 
lems boiling up in the last

A graphic, bitter story of sadistic 
abuse of American prisoners by 
he Japanese, including the slap- 
ping and beating of Lt. Gen. Jona- 
:han Wainwrlght, was told by Maj. 


en. Albert N. Jones, on his ar- 
rival home. 


Surrounded by his family the 


general told his story quietly. 


Captured on the west side of 
Sataan April 11, 1942, he and his 
troops took part In the "death 
march" to Camp O'Donnell where 
they were "turned over to the 
devil." 


The general saw his men die by 


the hundreds for lack of water, 
medicine and food. "The air was 
stifling -with the stench of the 
dead." 


In August he was transferred to 


Krenkow, Formosa, to Camp Star- 
vation,, where he 
stayed 
until 


June, 1943. 


"It was the camp for high-rank 


Ing officers. 
It was the 
camp 


where the Nips slapped and beat 
Skinny Wainwrlght and Percival 
(British general). Wo worked and 
starved. We were stripped in pa- 
rade. We were clapped in public 
We were forced to pray three times 
a day to the emperor. We were 
made to bow to Jap privates and 
Jap civilians.

MacArthur announced earlier that

and thus far not a single American 
casualty was reported. 


MacArthur estimated that by mid-

By today's official count, 
3,485 


missing army men who never had 
been listed as prisoners because

somewhat, however, and left the 
nrmed forces' combat casualty totnl 
for war standing at 1,070,452.

President Truman called upon con- 
gress today to keep his war powers 
n force for the reconversion "emer- 
rency" as he laid down a 21-polnt 
egislative program. 
It Included 


'limited" tax cuts next year and 
proposals to achieve full employ- 
ment. 


Mr. Trumnn told the legislators, 


assembled for their 
first peace 


time session in four years, that the 
war will not bo over on the home 
Iront until Its economic Impacts 
have been eased. 


Hence, he said, proposals to abol- 


sh war-timo controls by declaring 
the war officially at an end would 
lead to "great confusion and cha- 
os in government." 


The 16,000-word message, which 


Mr. Truman sent to Capitol Hill, 
promesed a lifting of controls, one 
by one, as fast as possible. But it 
cautioned that their overall aban- 
donment would leave the Chief 
Executive powerless 
to 
prevent 


"bottlenecks, shortages of material 
and Inflation." 


Time Not Yet Arrived. 


"The time ha» not yet arrived," 


the President asserted, "for the 
proclamation of the cessation of 
hostilities, much loss the termina- 
tion of tho war. 
Needless to say, 


such proclamations will be made 
as soon as circumstances permit." 


Tempering his warnings with ex- 


pressions of confidence, Mr. Tru- 
man declared that prompt and vig- 
orous congressional and adminis- 
trative teamwork can usher in an 
era of unprecedented prosperity. 
"A vast backlog of orders may 


soon mnke possible tho greatest 
peacetime Industrial activity that 
we have ever seen," the President 
said, adding at another point: 


"In this hour of victory over our 


enemies abroad, let us resolve now 
to use all our efforts and energies 
to build a better life here at homo 
and better world for generations to 
come." 


Tax Reductions. 


Recommending Immediate enact- 


ment of a transition revenue bill 
to provide "limited tax reductions" 
for tho calendar year, 1946, Mr. 
Truman stressed that the reduc- 
tions should aid 
principally "at 


removing barriers to speedy re- 
conversion and to the expansion 
of our peacetime economy." 


Ho emphasized that the $86,000,-
